Pets That Annoy 


The citv of Tournai, Belgium, has gone a step further in 


protecting'ir:s citizens against annoyance than has any other 
city-.of which v/e know. In this little Belgian town a man is 
not only responsible for any disturbance to which he may 
subject his neighbors but he is also responsible for any annoy- 
ance his dog or cat may create. 


Under the terms of a municipal ordinance of the city of 


Tournai a man who permits his cat or dog to howl at night 
thereby disturbing his neighbors is liable to a fine. The latest 
case to" be tried under the provisions of this ordinance resulted 
in the owner of an offending dog being required to pay 300 
francs "damages' 'to his aggrieved neighbor. The population 
is said to be heartily behind the new ordinance. 


We are not prepared to say that the ordinance is justly 


drawn or thai the fines imposed are not proper. These the 
matters for the Belgian people to decide.
